ON the firft Claims of the Publicans being prefented to the Commiffioners of Excife they were 
■fubmitted to the Confideration of the Crown Lawyers and Revenue Counfel, who gave the following 
Opinion 

“ The 45th of the King, Chap. 50. Seaion 68. refers to certain legal Requifites, which mull 
be either the Requifites prefcribed by that Aa or by the former ones, neither of them have been con- 
formed to, and therefore we are under the neceffity to fay that the Allowance cannot be made con- 
fidently with the Aas : whatever hardfhips may arife from the particularities of the Gale of the Pub- 
licans, we therefore fear muft reft on the Legiflature for Redrefs, the Intention of the Legillature 
appears very clearly to relieve them.”

Under the foregoing Opinion, the Commiffioners of Excife did not confider themfelves war- 
ranted in receiving the Publicans Claims, or in ordering them to be paid, the Proofs prefcribed by the 
Aa not having been conformed to ; and the whole of the Claims remain unfatiified ; but what the 
Amount of them may be, the Examiner of Excife cannot at prefent aicertain.
